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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  health  officer  for 
the  year  ending  January  31st,  1926. 

The  town  has  been  fortunate  in  the  past  year  as 
regards  contagious  diseases.  One  case  of  scarlet 
fever,  several  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  were 
reported,  but  none  were  fatal. 

I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  our  citizens  to  two 
of  the  most  important  affairs  as  regards  the  con- 
tinued health  of  our  community. 

First,  the  sewerage  system ;  several  complaints 
have  come  to  me  regarding  disagreeable  odors  from 
cesspools.  The  property  owners  are  responsible  for 
this  trouble;  they  have  connected  their  sink  drains 
and  closets,  and  by  so  doing  have  created  a  nuisance, 
which  must  be  abated. 

Second,  the  water  system.  We  have  been  allowed 
to  continue  our  water  system  under  protest  by  the 
state  board  of  health,  but  it  has  now  come  to  the 
climax;  something  has  got  to  be  done.  I  have  sent 
up  several  samples  of  water  and  in  most  every  in- 
stance report  was  bad. 

Now  the  state  board  of  health  will  not  tolerate 
the  same  after  our  annual  meeting.  The  pump  house 
is  filthy,  the  pipe  to  the  river  has  been  covered  with 
manure  to  keep  from  freezing,  and  the  one  in  charge 
does  not  operate  the  chlorine  filter  properly.  If  this 
district  wishes  to  continue  the  system,  it  must  remedy 
these  conditions. 

It  means  much  to  every  person  in  the  district  and 
I  want  to  urge  every  one  to  attend  our  annual  meet- 
ing and  vote  to  make  our  water  system  what  it 
should  be. 

The  district  nurse  has  assisted  me  in  enforcing  the 
vaccination  law ;  all  that  attend  our  schools  have 
been  vaccinated,  with  but  two  exceptions,  and  they 
were  reported  unfit  to  be  vaccinated  by  a  doctor. 
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I  am  sorry  that  some  of  our  stores  still  persist  in 
violating   the    law   by   displaying   goods   uncovered 
from  dirt  and  dust. 

Let  me  say  to  all  that  the  law  must  be  obeyed,  jus- 
tice and  right  should  prevail,  and  if  all  will  co- 
operate with  me  in  the  coming  year  we  shall  all  be 
greatly  benefited  thereby.
